years  were  spent  in  Lewiston,  Hampden  and  Old  Town,  Maine,  while  his  education  was  obtained,  mainly,  in  the  Keene,

TTON.  CHARLES  F.  SPRAGUE,  of  Brookline,  was  born  in  Boston,  June  18,  1857.     He  was  educated  in  the  Boston 

public  schools  and  graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  the  class  of   1879.      He  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to 

the  bar,  but  has  always  been  actively  interested  in  politics.     In   1888-9,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Boston  Common 


Council,  and  in  1893-6  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Boston  Park  Commission. 
A  member  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  1890-1,  he  served  on 
the  committees  on  engrossed  bills, 
election  laws  and  probate  and  insol- 
vency.

Dur- 
ing his  service  in  the  Senate  he  was 
especially  active  and  successful  in 
securing  legislation  that  has  obtained 
for  Boston  and  its  suburbs,  its  mag- 
nificent system  of  public  parks,  his 
position  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  metropolitan  affairs  ren- 
dering his  service  along  these  lines 
more  than  usually  valuable.  In  1896, 
he  was  chosen  to  represent  the  new 
Eleventh  district  in  Congress,  and 
was  again  chosen  by  the  same  con- 
stituency in  1898.  Although  his 
health  has  not  been  so  rugged  as 
could  have  been  desired,  yet  he  has 
gained    the    deserved    reputation  of 


faithful  and  efficient  service  in  the  national  halls  of  legislation  ;  and  had  the  condition  of  his  health  allowed,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  he  would  have  been  renominated  for  still  another  term.  During  his  stay  in  Washington,  his  residence  there 
was  a  center  of  social  life,  and  his  hospitality  was  extended  and  enjoyed  by  all.  During  the  summer  of  1900  he  spent 
several  months  in  travel  in  Europe  for  the  benefit  of  his  health.

A  DJUTA NT-GENERAL  SAMUEL  DALTON  was   born  in  Salem,  where  he  now  resides,  June  25,  1840.     He  was 

educated  in    the  public  schools.      He    was  a  clerk  and  salesman  until    1861,  when  he   enlisted    in  the    fourteenth 

regiment,  afterwards   known    as   the    First    Massachusetts    Heavy  Artillery,  and    was  soon    made   sergeant.     He   was 


commissioned  second  lieutenant, 
Feb.  15  1862  ;  and  on  June  7,  1862, 
was  made  first  lieutenant ;  mustered 
out  in  1864  after  full  three  years' 
service.  For  two  years  was  in 
business  in  Boston,  member  of  firm 
of  Nichols  &  Dalton.  In  1866,  he 
re-enlisted  in  the  Salem  Cadets  as 
captain  of  the  company  of  which  he 
had  been  a  member  from  1858  until 
enlisting  for  the  war.  In  May, 
1874,  he  was  elected  major  of  the 
corps,  and  in  March,  1877,  was 
chosen  lieutenant-colonel.  In  188 1, 
he  was  appointed  inspector  of  ord 
nance  with  rank  of  colonel  by  Gov.

Butler,  and  was  advanced  to  rank  of 
major-general  by  Gov.  Robinson. 
He  also  holds  the  position  of  in- 
spector-general, quartermaster-gen- 
eral and  paymaster-general.  Under 
his  direction  the  militia  has  attained 
a  degree  of  efficiency  acknowledged 
to  be  far  superior  to  what  it  had  ever 
been  before.  Perhaps  no  better 
proof  of  this  can  be  given  than  the 
fact  that  when  the  war  with  Spain 
was  declared  in  the  spring  of  1898, 
the  militia  of  Massachusetts  were 
among  the  very  few  such  organi- 
zations in  the  whole  country  that 
were  in  a  condition  ready  to  march 
at  once  to  the  front.

Underneath  it,  in  the  frame,  is 
a  photograph  of  a  letter  indicating  that  John  Hancock  was  manifesting  his  independent  and  patriotic  spirit  some  time  before  he  affixed  his  name  to 
the  Declaration  of  Independence.  It  is  as  follows:  —"Salem,  Aug.  1st,  1774.  Sir,  I  am  directed  by  His  Excellency  the  Captain  General  to 
acquaint  you  that  he  has  no  further  service  for  you  as  Captain  of  the  Governor's  Company  of  Cadets,  and  you  are  hereby  dismissed  from  the 
command.  I  am,  sir,  your  most  obedient  humble  servant,  Thos.  Fletcher,  Sec.  To  the  Hon.  Mr.  Hancock."  On  the  other  side  of  the  drum 
in  view  is  a  very  similar  one  that  was  carried  at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  June  17,  1775,  by  Thomas  Scott.

1\  J  AJOR  CHARLES  GRIFFIN  DAVIS,  acting  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  and  custodian  of 

the  State  House,  is  one  of  the  best  known  of  the  Massachusetts  veterans  of  the  Civil  War.      He  was  born  in  New

/^URTIS  GUILD,  Jr.,  one  of  the  foremost  Republicans  of  Massachusetts,  was  born  in  South  street,  Boston,  Feb.  2, 
i860.      His  father  had  at  that  time  started  the  Commercial  Bulletin,  and  it  was  through  his  own  connection  with 

that  influential  trade  journal  that  the  son  was  destined  later  to  attain  to  the  rank  of  a  statistical  authority  in   many  of

HARLES   FELTON   PIDGIN  was  born  in  Roxbury,  Mass.,  on  November  n,  1844.      He  obtained  his  education  in 
the  Boston  public  schools.      Received  medals  from  Quincy  and  English  High  schools.

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ILLIAM   B.   WATTS,   Chief  Inspector  of  the  Bureau  of  Criminal  Investigation,  was  born  in   Cambridge  June   19, 
1852.      He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Boston,  where  he  graduated.      In  December,  1877,  he  became  a 


member  of  the  Boston  police  depart- 
ment, and  was  attached  to  Division 
10  of  Roxbury,  doing  detective  work 
on  that  division  at  times.  His  rise 
from  patrolman  to  chief  has  been 
rapid  and  continuous.  In  1880  he 
was  transferred  to  the  inspector's 
office,  and  on  Dec.  25,  1884,  was 
made  an  inspector  of  police.  As  an 
inspector  he  worked  on  a  great  many 
cases  that  brought  him  fame  and 
eventually  promotion.  On  Nov.  9, 
1891,  Inspector  Watts  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  captain  and  sent  to 
Division  3.  But  he  was  pleased  to 
return  to  the  office  of  the  Bureau  of 
Criminal  Investigation,  from  which 
he  had  been  away  nearly  three  years. 
On  his  return  to  the  Bureau  he  be- 
came assistant  to  the  chief  inspector, 
and  on  Oct.  25,    1894,   he  was  made 


chief  inspector.  Chief  Watts  is  not 
only  methodical  in  his  work  and  an 
efficient  manager,  but,  as  before 
stated,  is  thoroughly  conversant 
with  the  detective  business.  He 
occasionally  has  been  called  to  fol- 
low criminals  himself.  In  1899  he 
pursued  the  Italian  murderer,  Anto-

pOL  EMBURY  P.  CLARK  was  born  in  Buckland,  Franklin  county,  Massachusetts,  March  31,  1845.  His  parents 
were  Chandler  and  Joanna  Woodward  Clark.

"T^VAVID  LAWRENCE,  M.  D.,  is  one  of  our  adopted  citizens,  but  none  the  less  esteemed   than   if  he  were  "to  the 

manor  born,"  instead  of  first  seeing  the  light  of  day  in   Kingsclear,  New   Brunswick,   Dominion   of  Canada,  Sept. 

5,  1828.      He  isjdescended  from  English  ancestry.      His  father  was   Isaac  and  his  mother   Hannah    (Burt)    Lawrence. 


His  education  was  in  the  public 
schools,  but  he  has  supplemented  it 
by  extensive  travels.  And  while  "a 
rolling  stone  gathers  no  moss,"  yet 
such  a  "Scotch  granite"  as  Dr. 
Lawrence  could  hardly  help  acquir- 
ing a  great  deal  of  useful  informa- 
tion wherever  he  journeyed.  These 
travels  covered  nearly  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  from  1850  to  1873,  in  point 
of  time,  while  in  point  of  space  they 
ranged  through  the  United  States, 
Canada  and  the  West  Indies.  In 
1873  he  went  to  Cayenne  in  French 
Guiana,  where  he  remained  for  three 
years  prospecting  for  gold.  Al- 
though this  is  one  of  the  sections  of

glaciers  in  deposits  oftentimes  of 
great  richness,  yet  no  gold-bearing 
quartz  has  been  discovered  there. 
In  1875  he  continued  his  journeyings 
and  visited  Surinam  in  Dutch  Gui- 
ana, where  he  remained  for  fifteen 
months.  His  work  here  was  along 
the  lines  of  inspecting  the  geological 
formations  and  track  of  glaciers, 
which  he  found  as  clearly  defined 
and  to  exactly  correspond  with  the 
description  by  Prof.  Agassiz  of  those 
in  Brazil.  These  investigations  of 
Prof.  Agassiz  and  Dr.  Lawrence 
have  conclusively  proved  that  the 
gold  of  these  placers  was  left  by  the 
glaciers.  But  having  by  this  time 
become  ready  to  "settle  down"  in 


life,  Dr.  Lawrence  returned  to  Massachusetts,  where  he  has  resided  ever  since  and  practiced  his  profession  most  suc- 
cessfully.

HPHOMAS  CHADWICK  DAY  can  boast  a  birthplace  on  the  sands  of  Cape  Cod,  for  he  was  born  in  Barnstable, 
April  20,  1856.  At  that  time  the  town  was  called  plain,  simple  "Barnstable,"  before  the  modern  fad  came  in  of 
designating  it  as  "  Barnstable-on-the-Cape,"  just  as  if  there  might  be  some  other  such  town  in  the  state.  His  parents 
were  Joseph  M.  and  Elizabeth  A. 
(Chadwick)  Day.  His  father  was 
for  many  years  judge  of  probate  of 
Barnstable  County,  where  he  had 
the  respect  and  confidence  of  his 
fellow  citizens.  Later  he  removed 
to  the  city  of  Brockton,  where  he 
continued  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion most  successfully  until  his  death 
a  few  years  ago.  In  politics  he  was 
a  Democrat  of  the  "old  school."
